The Budget. 

' [ToroBto Olobe, Uirch 3 ] 

In wbat is conceded to bare been 
one of=tlSB""finB8t— intellectual - efforts 
Mrith wMcli^t^S'PArliament of the Do- 
minion .has been familiar, the Finiinco 
Miniater yesterday afternoon reviewed 
the fioancial position of tho country. 
Ho discussed in detail the sevoral pro- 
positions submitted to bipi' for relief, 
met squarely the attempts made to in- 
duce him to roverRO the fiscal policy 
of the past twenty-five years, and end- 
ed with tho declaration that not on 
temporary expedicuts, not on admin- 
istering to the demands of local or 
partldulair' interests, not ,on plagiard- 
eing'the woist blunders of the Ameri- 
can people, hut on a policy of justice 
to. the whole Dominion, of patience, 
and of economy, the Government re- 
lied to tide over the present period of 
depression, until trade should revive 
and prosperity bo restored — in one 
word, ii'ii by reducing expenditure, 
not by new taxation, the deficit is to 
bo overoome"'and a small surplus sav- 
ed. 

Whilst pointing out the peculiar 
and exceptional circumstances under 
which the present crisis had approach 
ed, and tho impossibility of forodeeinj 
thf) form it might assume or the in- 
tensity of its effect, he expressed the be- 
lief that it was not unattended v;ith mi- 
tigating conditions, and that tho state 
of the country was actually less dan- 
gerous to-day than it was under the 
influence of inflation th ee years ago. 
In the year ending June 30th, 1875, 
tb^ receipts were $24,648,715, and the 
expenditure $23,713,u71, leaving a 
surplus of ?93o,G44. The current 
year, therefore, would be the first to 
show a dehfit. But iu 1874 the im- 
ports entered for consumption, our 
cljief source of revenue, were $127, 
404,169, and in 1875 they were oul> 
1119,618,657, showing' a decrease of 
$7,785,512. The exports in 1874 
amounted to ^89,351,928, and in 1875 
to only $77,886,979, or a decrease of 
|ll^^64)97d/ Of tbia decrease^ how^ 
ever,' ibe reduction in the export of 
bullion amounted to $100,000,000, 
and in the export of goods not pro- 
du3ed in Canada, to nearly three and 
a half millions of dollaru. 

Mr. Cartwright entered into a care- 
ful . ^analysis of the i^ejns in 
the"accouiit of receipts ' and/"expeu- 
dituie, which tended, on the whole, to 
show that the balances of 1875 were 
even more fovorublo than at first sight 
■would appear; but while exceedingly in- 
teresting in tbemselves bis observations 
need not be reoapitulated at the present 
iDoment. Oomiug tb' 1U75-6, we find, by 
the fetnrns bro'agnt'doNvti, that the re- 
venue up to February lOtb but shown a 
falUng olf, as against the revenue of 1875 
6 for tho same period, of about two mil- 
lions, tbe figures being for 1874-5 $14 - 
850,121, and for 1875 G 812,820,785; but 
then it has to be recollected thai iu tho 
first half of 1874 5 the receipts were, from 
ttmporury causes, uniisaily large, and 
cotjMequeiitly the falhng off is not so sig- 
nitieuut as it might otberwiso appear to 
be. la Ibo flrot months of the present 
fin:incial year the imports were only 
§51,923.130, as gainnt import»tioDS of 
tho value of §09,693 978 in the oorres- 
ppnding period of 1874 5. or a falling off 
of no less than $18,000,000; but in the 
oorrespondiDg periods the exports of the 
PominioD were, respectively, $50 624 - 
845 in 1875-6 and $53,740,729 in 1874-5, 
and the ilecrease was wholly conflned to 
tbu lu tielo of sawn lumber, all our other 
giuut Blaple eipurts holding their gronnd 
notwithstaudiui,' tbo depre.j8ion in fore- 
ign markets. Th« reduction in imports 
■ is not, however, the result altogether of 
diminished volume. The ehrinltaga iu 
values has plajed a most important part 
in effecting tliis result, amounting, as en- 
quiries have Bhrowu,to ton, fifteen, twenty, 
twenty-tive, thirty, or even in .iome cases 
to thirty-five per cent.. A very large pro- 
portion of tho reduction, loo, Las fallen 
on'. the goods paying; ud. valorem duty 
of 17>i per cent. Although the shrink- 
age in values is bad forvthe revenue, it 
has, of courHO, been favorable to the 
country as a whole. - People have bought 
wluit Ibey needed more cheaply, and if a 
few bavo HulTered, tho mauj have gained. 
The iuiidtion wo are now fcuQuring under 
has arisen lu some extent from causes 
beyond our own control. 

Our proximity to the United States al- 
■wuis exposea us to tlie opoiution of cir 
oumstauces for which tliey, and not wo, 
may be primarily responsible, but it ia 
imijossiblo not to see from our owu trade 
returns that there has been a large im- 
ponatiou for some years past. In 1871 
the iiiiportatiou:! wuro $87,000,000: in 
1872 they wore 31U7,00l),O00;' ' in' 1873 
,„ they were $127,000,000. The banks can 
^^not'be said' to have been guiltlebs in tbo 
'' matter. The bank discounts stoods in 
July, 1870. at from forty to fifty mdiionu 
of rtoUarn; in 1871 tlioy bud gone up to 
$79,000,000; 1872 to $102,000,000; iu 1873 
ip 8116,000,000; an.l iii 1874 to $130. 000 - 
000; over importing being BUHtuiued and 
enoouraged by banking faoilitios. Tbo 
home manafaotarerii have been injured 
by the accumulated stocks in the hundB 
of tho merchant. Peojjle, ofteQ.^wjthcut 
oxpurience, have rushed into speoiilatiou 
in lumbering and other hazardous enter- 
' priHCB, while iho fall in values and tho 
surplus labour thrown on tho United 
States market have directly affeotoU tho. 
induatries of tho Domioioa. Nor lifts the 
•'d^preBsiou been confined' to thiJ ' conti- 
nent. London, Berlin and St. Peters- 
burg have all felt it with more or loss 
Bovority. Neitbor the past nor tho pres 
ent Government can be held responsible 
for tho inflation, and, as Mr. Cartwright 
very fairly observed, whenever a Qovern- 
mont is found treating a^ period of tem- 
porary inflation as one of stable prosper- 
itp, or making engagements it cannot poa- 
sibly fulfil, it cortatniy must not hold its 
BucoesRors roRponsible for the ombaraes-

It, there- 
fore, vre have a diminished ieeome, wo 
have the first and most efllcaoioua means 
of meeting it in the shape of diminished 
expenses. It is necessary, however, in 
order to show the extent of tho financial 
obligations left iu tho hands of the pres- 
ent Government, to tako into aooouut the 
very large sum they have had to provide 
by loan or othewriae; to . uoet liabili 
ties aooordmg to agreements. In ad- 
dition to tue cost of construction 
going on upon tho , Intercol- 
onial Eailway, the Government have 
had to provide, iu order to meet public 
indebtedness maturing, about ten millions; 
St. Lawrsnco improvements, two millions; 
Prince Edward Island Railway, two rail- 
lion«; Canals ana Paoiflo Survey nearl.v 
eleven millions; Nova Septift and New 
Brunswick Railway, three: ' inillions ; 
minor public works, four millions; the 
tot*l, including the Intercolonial, mak- 
ing tho very large total of thirty-two 
millions. Having, however, taken ad 
vantage of a favourable state of the Lou- 
don money market to secure loans on 
excellent terms, the present period of 
diffioulty, ■» ^mpi, 'after "all "the "heavy 
charges above referred to, with a balance 
in Canada or London of from ten to 
eleven millions of dollars. It is obvious- 
ly necessary at tho same time to keep tlio 
financial position of the Govern munt 
strong, for not only have wo a largo capi 
tal expenditure still going forward, but 
other public debts are accruing at no 
very distant day. In the presnut vear wo 
have to pay $1 897,000; in 1877 78, $5,- 
731.000; in 1878 79, $7,624,000; in 1879 
80, $6,060,000; and smaller sums in the 
years succeeding. 

The jources of revenue for the ensuing 
year, without any change in the rate of 
taxation, are calculated as followc; — Cus 
toms. $13 500.000; Excise, $5,500,000; 
Post-office, $1,000,000; public work-, $1,- 
700,000; misoellanuons, $1,020,000; and 
stamp'^ about $125,000; makiag altogether 
$23,250,000, or about half a million over 
and above the estimated eipeiulituro. 
Regarding the present stutp ofiill'nirMUH 
exceptional, the Finai'-;o Ministi-r pro- 
poses to meet the ilemands of thu .vciir 
with the resources already ut command. 
Sensible, on the onu band, of the partial 
inoonvenience caused to Canadian manu- 
facturers bv the flooding of their markete 
with Amerfoan goods, Mr. OartWrigbt(^o^ 
thu other hand, declines to tax nineteen 
twentieths of the people for the benefit 
of one twentieth dependent on maunfao 
turers not exceeding that proportion.

British Columbia affairs are at pres- 
ent receiviiitr a great deal of attention 
in the Dominion, as well ua in the 
Mother Oountry, and are likely to do 
bO for some time to come. It was in 
view of this fact, therefore, that the 
arrival of Mr. B. E. Jackson, anioflu- 
eutial rebident bt "Victoria, British Co 
lumbia, was taken advantage of by us 
yesterday, to obtain what Mr. Juckaon 
assures us is a disinterested statement 
of the present condition of the public 
mind in the Province, and also what 
he fully believes its future prosjjects 
are. As Mr. Jackson was a form-jr 
citizen of London, and as all who have 
the pleasure of his aequaintaiice reyiu J 
him as a shrewd observer, the annex- 
ed Biatements, made to a 'JFree Press' 
lopurter, who was di.>^patcbed to in- 
terview him, will no douht be read 
with great interest, and be accorded 
great weight. Mr. Jackson reeeivtul 
our representative in his usual cordial 
manner, the following conversation 
being the result: — 

lleporter— I understand that you 
are recently from British Columbia? 

Mr. Jackpon— You are coriect; it is 
but a few days since I left Victoria. 

Reporter— I am a reuresciitativn of 
the "i'rfce Press" ol this cit.v; ami as 
I understand jou have lived suffici- 
ently Jong in British Columbia to be 
thoroughly conversant with her pres- 
ent state, I have taken the liberty of 
calling on you. 

Mr. Jackson — I will bo glad to an- 
swer any question you may put. 

Keportcr— No doubt it will be 
known to you that a great many one 
sided btateineuts, as to the deoiauds 
of British Columbia, have been circu 
lated ? 

Mr. Jacltaon— British Columbiaqs, 
I believe, are well aware of that fact. 

Reporter — Well, had tho assertion 
that tho defeat of tho Walkeni Gov- 
ernment resulted from auyiliin;^' Haid 
or done by tbo members of iLat ail 
ministration, iu connection witli llie 
projected Pacific Railway, any foun- 
dation ? 

Mr. Jackson— Ob, no. Tho defeat 
of tho Walkem (jrovernmeut was en- 
tirely due to local causes. In fact, it 
may be snid we bare ab pqliflcs — that 
is general politics — in British Colum- 
bia. It was on a question of spending 
money in local improvements, and on 
that alone, that Premier AVal kern's 
administration was defeated; and lam 
under the impression that he will bo 
asked. to take a portfolio in tbis present 
Government. • 

Reporter— How do the people feel 
on tho proposal to compensate them 
with $750,000 for to abandonment of 
the Esquimalt branch ? It wan stated 
by some of the_G(?vorftaiont papers in 
this ProTinoe at one timlt that tlie ^bb- 
plo wererditidod. 



Mr. Jackson — They are, and have 
nil uloiig been, ns one man, unaui-. 
uiously against entertaining any such 
proposal. iVVuy, sir, that false ruuaor 
was effectually set at rest' by the 
House, aa reconstituted after the de- 
feat, of the Walkein Government, 
agreeing to the rejection of t^e ."Qew 
terms" nem con. Uunid anyt'lntr^'* have 
been more conclusive than that? 
British Columbiana look at tbo matter 
iu this way — and it ia ouly natural 
that they should do so — they assert 
that as Canada entered into au agree 
ment with them on Cuufederttliou,aDd 
as Coufedcratiou was n^^v^i; ^(igbt f or 
by them, but agreed fob lily in conse- 
quence of the advantageous promises 
held out, good faith should now be 
kopt with them. And this good faith, 
they hold, can only bo kept by Cana- 
lia fuUiiiiug tho obligatioua she laid 
herself under at Uuu federation! tho 
principal part of which i^i the building 
of the Pacilic Railway within u given 
time, and of course tho early comide- 
tiou of the Ksquimalt and Il^auaimo 
Railway, whiob the Dominion- Go,v . 
eruiaeut now wish to ^teer clear of by 
tho payment of $750 OOO. 

Reporter — You say that British Co- 
lumbia did not seek Coufederation. 
Are tho people equally ready to leave 
it, if the terms are not carried out? 

Mr Jdckfiog— I believe so. They 
look upon the terms as an agreement, 
oiitered into in good faith, aud reason- 
able,— the more bo, if Sir John Mac- 
do uaUl had been allowed to carry out 
bis pulicy iu referonce to the Pacific 
Railway, regarded by us all as the 
most feasible that could have been 
proposed. Moreover, after the deci- 
bioii of tho Earl of Carnarvon, in re- 
ference to thu terms, tho new proposal 
was regarded as simply preposterous, 
aud but a gradual attempt to get clear 
of the obligations altoget icr. And 
how could we think of entering into 
auy now agreement with aQovorumeut 
that fails to implement the award of 
Lord Carnarvon, noting on behalf of 
the higuest authority in tho British 
EiupireV Place Ontario in the same 
posiiiou, aud~ho\v would the people 
act? 

.Reporter — Go for the fulfilment of 
tho awaril ot the sapreine power, I 

r'mk Jrtcksdri^Of course; and that is 
just how the mutter stands at present. 
Tbe people, I believe, do not think 
they will, if the terms are not carried 
out,. 

Reporter — Are they loyal? 
Mr.^ Jackson-^l don't'think the in- 
habitants, of any part of Her Majesty's 
domains could be more so. They love 
the old couiitry. 

Reporter — Then they would not 
hear of annexation to thfe United 
States, I sujjpose? 

Mr. Jackson— Oh, no; that is alto* 
gether out the question. If it shoiild 
be their lot to break away from the 
Dominion — aud no one wishes it just 
now, if justice is done — British Col- 
umbia will remain u true, loj'ol de 
pendency to the British Crown. 

Reporter — How do capitalists feel 
us to the new turn of aCairs? 

Mr. Jackson — Well, that is easily 
answered. Business of ail kinds is at 
prnseut iu a perfect state of stagnation; 
aud will be so until some sort of an 
arrangement is agreed on. You must 
know that ever sitJcet mj arrival in the 
Province, there have been changes, 
and chauge-i, which have greatly mili- 
tated ai,'aiu8t its progreys, and yet not- 
withstanding all tlieso it has made 
rapid saides iu advancement. Pir.st 
of all, there whs British Columbia and 
Vaucouver's Isluntl, each with a gov- 
ernor; then we bad the two formed in- 
to one Province, with but one gover- 
nor; audio ciowu all, wo had the re- 
moval of the iiipitul fiom Victoria to 
New Wtstiniuister, and then back to 
Victoiia. Confederation, and its ac- 
compuuying agitation, wa.-i our next 
chauge; and now, the much more un- 
satisfactory state of matters — tho at- 
Leiiii)led repudiation of the terms of 
Coufederation — is added to the lot of 
the British Columbians. The effect of 
all these changes has resulted in keep- 
ing tho country in a perfect state of' 
uncertainty, wl;ichmaynow be Said 
to have reached its climax, upon the 
result hanging in a great moasuro the 
fiiLuio prosperity of tho people. Real 
estate finds no purchasers: speoulDtors 
refuse to tnake any more investments; 
and merchants eeneially decline to 
lay out their money in increasing their 
buHiiioHS until the matter ia settled. 
Tiiken as a whole, therofore, tho pre- 
seut condition of the Province is not 
the most hatislactory. 

Reijorter — Of course, I understood 
you to nay there is abundance of looito, 
tor capital investmrnts in British Col- 
umbia? .,, , 

Mr JaeVaon— Oh.yes; you will have 
seen that from the reports in tho 
newspapers as to the mines. During 
tho last year the amount of gold taken 
from the luines at Cussiar, and other 
places, has b( on very large, and with 
bat very lit.tle e.Ktru capital could be 
greatly increased; then, we have our 
coal mines, year by year being further 
developed, and proving paying specu- 
lations. Why, tho coal taken from 
our mines is the bu.sc ia the Sau Frau- 
cisco market ;jjiiad in, therefore, in 
great demand. Tho pity is, it is charg- 
ed duty on delivery .there, . Of course, 
you will admit this is unfair, seeing you 
111 Ontario allow the importatiou of 
Ohio coal free of all charge. British 
Columbians feel very much on this 
point; and thinkj with just cause, timt 
both thtir coal and lumber should 
fiud free entry into all United States 
ports. 

Reporter— VVhat is the state of the 
country in regard to the laboring 
classes?, , ^- . 

Mr! Jaok'sbn-^Weilj-aB aJ rule, all 
who ore williog to work oaa get soma* 



thing to dp. But until the railways 
are constructed, and tho country 
thoroughly,o,pen9d up, we cannot ex- 
pect to ba(V^^uy|.':gieat increase of 
population. ': liaii.wuys are requisite,as 
in the case of Ontario, to the proper 
settlement of the Province, which is 
yet in its infancy; with these, I be- 
lievoj it will yet prove ono of tbo 
richest and most * thickly populated 
in tho Dominion. There is 
abundiinde^ of 'farm lands, plenty 
of cattle and horses, and no 
want of keep for them in the Prov- 
ince, but the long distance to Victoria, 
or any of the other popular places, 
renders the market open there to the 
owners practically useless.- Agricul- 
ture, therefore, cannot be conducted 
ou any'thiug like a rdiniinerativo plan, 
unless in tho immediate neighbor- 
hood of such cities and towns.
